^ARL GOLZ telephonically contacted New Orleans at 
5:59 p.m. and advTsed he was a reporter for the Milwaukee 
Sentinel_at Milwaukee; that they had developed information 
that a LEE OSWALD had checked into a hotel in Milwaukee County, 
the name of which hotel he did not know, on 9/16/63. 

He stated that he had been in touch with the 
Milwaukee Office and the-y told him that he should contact the 
New Orleans Office. I advised GOLZ that any reply concerning 
this matter would have to come from the Milwaukee Office, and 
made no other comment. 

I inquired of his telephone number and he stated it 
was BRoadway 6-3900 and that 1 could contact him back at this 
number which would show he was actually a reporter for the 
Milwaukee Sentinel.

He 
advised that this same paper had been calling their office all 
day and that the Milwaukee Office had conducted investigation in 
this matter and had determined that at the Fox Restaurant in 
Milwaukee, someone had entered in the book in the restaurant 
the name LEE OSWALD, Dallas, Texas; that this page of the book 


had been forwarded to the FBI Lab. 
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
